BRAKEMAN killed on TRAIN. 

Herbert P. Woody Struck by Bridge 
at Bethel. 

When a through freight train go¬ 
ing east reached South Paris Satur¬ 
day morning about five o’clock, the 
dead body of Herbert P. Moody, 
one of the brakemen, was found 
lying on the tender of the engine. 
The back of the head was Crushed 
in, and he had evidently been in¬ 
stantly killed. 

The train had run through from 
West Bethel to South Paris without 
stopping. Just before the train 
readhed Bethel station, Moody, who 
was In the cab of the engine, started 
to gb back over the train, saying he 
was.going to the caboose. The men 
in the cab did not know but he had 
done so, until at South Paris the fire¬ 
man, going up on the tender to take 
water, discovered the body. 

It is supposed that Moody was 
struck by the highway bridge which 
crosses the railroad a little west of 
the lieihel station. As at all bridges, 
a “telltale” is stretched across the 
track at a distance of a few rods 
each side of the bridge, to give the 
train men warning, but he may have 
got Up after that part of the train 
had passed the telltale and before it 
reached the bridge. A man was 
killed in a similar way at this bridge 
only a little more than a year ago, 
and Was thrown off under the wheels. 

An inquest was held Saturday 
afternoon and the verdict o^the Coro¬ 
ner’s jury was in substance that the 
deceased came to his death by being 
struck by the overhead bridge, and 
that no blame is attached to the 
railWad. 

Mbody was about 34 years of age, 
and leaves a wife and three children. 
He has been on the Grand Tftmk 
since last November,and had the rep¬ 
utation of being a good railroad 
man, and careful. His father Wm. 
C. Moody of South Portland, and 
other relatives came on the after¬ 
noon train, and td'ok the remains 
back with them on the express.

Protection Against Rc.b.ber Bees. 
Robbing is sometimes a serioua 
-matter, although it very rarely hap¬ 
pens that a iittie careful attention, 
just at the right lime on the part of 
the bee keeper woidd not avoid all 
serious trouble on this score. When 
bees find hothing to gather during 
weather when they can still fly out, 
they are easily tempted to appropriate 
the stores of weaker colonies. Ex¬ 
posure of combs of honey at such 
times may even occasion a combined 
attack up’on a good colony otherwise 
quite able to take care of itself. It is 
then that the greatest destruction en¬ 
sues, for such a colony will defend it¬ 
self vigorously, and a pitched battle, 
With perhaps fifty or sixty thousand 
Amazons on either side leaves the 
ground literally strewn with dead and 
dying. 

If the invaders conquer, every drop 
of honey is taken from the few van- 
qirished^ that are likely to be still 
alive; and in turn the despoilers in- 
yar.ably fight amon.g themselves as to 
the possession of the booty.. When 
the robbing takes place during the 
abreiice of the owner, the condition 
of the robbed colony may not attract 
immediate attention and during warm 
■a^cather moth larvae gain full posses¬ 
sion of the combs within a few days. 
When this condition is observed, the 
whole damage is very likely, to be 
attributed to the moth larvae. Colon¬ 
ies that have been left queenless for 
some time, and those weakened by dis¬ 
ease or by overswarming' are especial 
marks for such attacks. Of course 
these defects should be remedied 
whenever observed, but meanwhile, 
if legitimate fieldwork is likely to be 
interrupted, every colony should be 
assisted in larotecting itself against 
assault by having its hive made se¬ 
cure and the entrance such a narrow 
pass as to enable a few workers to 
repel attack there.

States can give tips at hotels 
up to $1 per day, pay $1 per- clay for 
steamer chairs, $5 a day for hotel 
bills, and $1.50 for single meals.

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STATE HOUSE TALK, 


The eighth week of the seventy- 
second .Legislature was the busiest 
week of all in point of committee 
Iiearings and social gaieties. There 
were the Woman’s Suffrage discus¬ 
sion before the Judiciary Committee 
Tuesday, the hearings Thursday on 
the Merrill bill for railroad taxation 
and the State printing investigation, 
the latter hearing consuming five 
hours Thursday ar^ three hours Fri¬ 
day. With the resubmission argu¬ 
ments Friday and innumerable other 
questions, besides the round of re¬ 
laxation in the Governor’s gala ball 
and reception. Representative Gan- 
jiett’s Washington’s birthday party 
and the entertainment of Maine- 
born men from the Massachusetts 


Legislature—with all these business 


functions and merry festivities, every¬ 
body was glad when Friday was 
over and work adjourned till Mon¬ 
day afternoon. 

The matters treated by various 
committees are being handled with 
dispatch, and though many, many 
more hearings are to be given, yet 
the bulk of them are now over, and 
the general discussion but remains 
^or the Senate and the House to 
thrash out. It now seems that two- 
thirds of the session must be over 
and final adjournment will be March 
25 af'the latest, possibly about 
March 18 or 20. 

The Sturgis bill for a liquor com¬ 
mission has been undergoing a new 
draft, which is calculated to make 
more likely its passage through the 
House and Senate. Its acceptance 
by the Temperance committee is al¬ 
ready assumed, the membeis stand¬ 
ing six to four thereon. It has been 
treafed and discussed exhaustively 
and a fair, intelligent debate will in¬ 
terest the Legislature when the bill 
comes back,probab ly the last of this 
week, to Senator Sturgis for a Sen¬ 
ate fight. The Senate is evenly di¬ 
vided, it seems, while the House, 
will probably give it a respectable 
majority. 

Resubmis.sion is weaker than for¬ 
merly and the falling off in general 
interest is very noticeable. It may 
get eight votes in the upper body and 
thirty-five or forty in the lower 
branch. The discussion was carried 
over from Friday to Tue.^day in the 
House, and will be conducted in the 
.Senate a day or two later. 

Governor Oobb is in earnest in his 
stand towards the enforcement of 
the Prohibitory law. He believes 
that the governor has not enough 
power at present to enforce the 
liquor law, unless he resorts to im¬ 
peachment proceedings, which are, 
at best high-handed and unpopular. 
Lie is said to be emphatically in 
favor of the new Sturgis bill. 

'The corporations are kept busy 
anticipating and meeting different 
movements advocating State inter¬ 
ference and higher taxation. Sena¬ 
tor Clark of Hancock was heard by 
tlie Judiciary committee on a bill to 
establish a commission to do what 
the .Supreme court is now authoriz¬ 
ed to do—inquire about the prices 
charged by lighting and water com- 
pantes—-to see if the same are reason¬ 
able. More and more, the drift of 
popular petition and legislative 
ction tends toward State interfer¬ 
ence and centralization of power— 
with one great e.xception—the right 
of - initiative and teferendum in the 
“iiands of the people. 

T’he steam railtoad taxation bill- 
proposed, by, Repr,esentatiye Merrill- 
.of Skowhdgan called out many legal

meets with the united staunch 
opposition of the steam railroads 
and several, influential individuals 
who seem to be uninterested finan¬ 
cially in steam railroads. The pro¬ 
posed rate of increase would change 
the B. & M. tax from less than $100,- 
ppo to over a quarter of amillion-,v 
the B.. & A., from $30,000 to $50,000, 
the- Maine Central from about $200,- 
000 to nearly $400,000, the Portland 
and Rumford Falls from $24,000 to 
$43,000 and the Washington County 
from $29,000 to $36,000. The bill 
cannot probably pass in such a radi¬ 
cal draft. 

The State printing hearings were 
resumed on Thursday and Friday of 
last week, and continue to be as 
spectacular as usual, with the sensa¬ 
tional, hair-rajsing sarcasm of Judge 
Foster, who is probing State print¬ 
ing with all his cunning and legal 
craft, while Orville Baker has charge 
of the Burleigh forces and shows 
plainly enough that whatever fault 
may exist in this department at¬ 
taches to the law and statutes regu¬ 
lating the prices of printing rather 
than to the State printer himself. 

The matter kindred to this inves¬ 
tigation is the bill of Senator Staples 
providing for the utter abolishment 
of the office of State printer. He 
wants all the various jobs submitted 
to competition, and no regular offi¬ 
cial printer. It is generally thought 
that this view will prevail and that 
the office will be abolished. 

The Telephone and Telegraph 
committee has been unusually ac¬ 
tive lately in wrangles over the 
Aroostook Telegraph service. Peo¬ 
ple in Houlton, Presque Isle, Cari¬ 
bou and Fort Fairfield pay 25 cents 
for messages, while other towns pay 
50 cents. Petitioners urge the dis¬ 
advantage and loss in a business 
way resulting from this discrimina¬ 
tion, but instead of asking a new 
uniform rate of 25 cents, demand a 
prevailing rate of 50 cents. This 
bill will probably be reported inex¬ 
pedient. 

The Massachusetts legislators who 
are natives of Maine took Augusta’ 
captive Thursday and Friday, and 
were greeted with cordial speeches, 
dinners and excursions. They num¬ 
bered about twenty-five- Friday 
they were the guests of the Blaine 
Club, who occupy the old Maine 
mansion opposite the State House. 
This club is composed of Senator 
Stetson, Senator Curtis, and Repre¬ 
sentatives Col. Hale, Edward F. 
Merrill, A. Ledyard Smith and Mr. 
Johnson of Calais. 

Governor Cobb is planning to at¬ 
tend the inaugural at Washington 
and will be escorted by some of his 
staff and the Westbrook company of 
militia.
